Much might be faid alfo in favour of finging,.

baptize when they profefs to have received the Holy Ghoft : Some 
think fponfors neccflary ; others entirely rejed them, &c. &c. . Who 
but HIRELINGS, blinded by intereft, or perfons drunk with the pre- 
judice of Babylon' i education, can call this the dire^ion of an unchange- 
able Prieftbood ! but fuch is the blindnefs of multitudes, that they either 
do not fearch the Scriptures for themfelves, or elfe they dare not believe 
contrary to the Creed they have been taught ; but It is not fo much 
to be wondered at when we confider how early children*s minds are 
poifoned by having falfe do^lrines taught them.

THE CONCLUSION. 



I 



T IS evident that the dutfes of Religion are all 
calculated to promote the happinefs of mankind^ 
fince none ai« truly happy but mofe who are found 
in the conftant exercife of them. For this reafon, 
I cannot conclude without making a few remarks 
concerning the real happinefs which the righteous 
experience, who have, among other duties, devoted 
fome part of their time to fing praifes to God. 

By reading the Scriptures, we may clearly fee that 
this noble exercife has always been much praftifed 
among the righteous ; fqr one of the queftions which 
the Almighty put to Job is. Where vmft thou ivheH 
the morning Jiars Jang together j and all the fons of God 
Jhouted for joy ? Jo^ xxxviii. 4, 7. From which we 
may infer, that thefe have frequently burft forth in 
joyful fongs of praife to their Maker ever fince thp 
creation. 

But as it would take too much time here to men-* 
tion all the examples that are before us, of thefc 
which have engaged in this delightful employment^ 
I will only fele£l a few to ihew that the faithful ia 
all ages have compofed Hymns and Spiritual Songs^ 
and ufed them in fuch a manner as was truly ac- 
ceptable to God ; and that we are well furnifhed 
both with precepts and examples to recommend this 
kind of worfhip to all fucceeding generations.

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The fecond is that which they fung when tHcy* 
' were refrcQied with water at a place called Beery in 
the wildemefs : Then fang Ifrad thisfongj Spring u^ 
O fvell ; JinT je- unto if, &€. Num. xxi. 16, 17, 18. - 

The third is ftill more remarkable : for the Lord 
(who faw a rebcHious fpirit riiing up among them)' 
did exprefsly COMMAND Mofes, faying, Nofo, 
therefore, write ye this song for you, and T^ach it t9 the 
ekHdren of Ifrael : put IT in their mouths, tbtif 
THIS SONG may be a noitnefsfor me againji the children' 
c/* Ifrael, &c. — Mofes, therefore, ivrote this sONG ttk 
fame day, and TAUGHT IT the children ofo Ifrael'"-^ 
Deut. xxxi. 19, —- 22, 30. 

The fourth is that excellent hymn which was fung 
when God fubdued Jabin, <he King of Canaan, be^ 
fore them-: Then fang Deborah, and Bar ah, thefon of 
Abinoam, on that day, faying^ Praife ye the. Lord, Sea 
Judg. V. I, 31. 

The fifth is that compofed by- the- mother of tlia- 

prophet Samuel,, after (lie had been devoting him to ' 

the fervice of the Lord : And Httnnah prayed, and 

faid. My heart rejoicethin the Lord; fntne horn is ex-^ 

alted, &c. I Sam. ii. i, 10. 

The fixth is a mournRil fong of lamentation, com-^-- 
pofed by David on the death of Saul, and Jonathan' 
his fin : The beauty of Ifrael isflain upon the high places; : 
how are the mighty fallen I Sec. 2 Sam, i. 19, 27. 

The feventh is another fong of David's, which in* 
eludes a whole chapter of 5 1 verfes ; wherein he fets 
forth the greatnefs and majefty of God, rehearfeir 
the deliverances \vrought for him, and beautifully 
clothes the wliole with praife and thankfgiving>, 
2 Sam. xxii. 

The eig!it is the book of Pfnlms, which contains 
a wonder rul variety of fubjedls^ fuited to almoft 
every (late. This book is in reality no other than a 
choice colledion of Hymns and Spiritual Songs^ 
compofed by different authors. 

The ninth is the fong of Solomov, ^»-Mch is f :id to be- 
the moft excellent of all fongs, L *? : t an aregory,. 
^Jierein is reprefented the mutual love wiiich fub*^ 
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Efts Ijetwuct Chrift and his Church : Thefongs ofthti 
Author nvere A thousand and five, i Kings iv. 32. 

The tenth is a fong delivered by the prophet Ifaiabf 
concerning a vineyard, which alludes to God's kind 
dealings with an obftinate and rebellious people : 
N^oiu lui/I IJtng to my ^well-beloved ^ a fong to my beloved 
touching his vineyard^ &c. Ifa. v. i, --- y. 

The eleventh is another delivered oy the fame 
Prophet, inciting to coafidence in God : In that day 
-Ihatl this Jong be fung in the land of Judah ; ive have 
ajlron^ city :Jalvation will God appoint for bulwarks^ 
&c. Ifa. xxvk I, ---4. 

The twelfth is a fong of Hezekiah, King of Judah, 
when he had been fick and was recovered of his fick- 
nefs : Ifaidy in the cutting of my days, IJhall go to the 
gates of the grave : I am deprived of the reftdue of my 
years ^ &c. lla. xxxvjii. 10, 20- 

The thirteenth is by the mother of our Lord : And 
Mary faidy My foul doth magnify the Lordj Sec- 
Luke i. 46, 55. 

The fourteenth is that elevated fong of juft Simeony 
when he had taken up Jefus in his arms, — he blefled 
God and faid, Lordy now lettejl thou thyfervant depart 
in peace y according to thy word : for mine eyes have fcen 
ihy falvationj Luke ii. 20, --- 32. 

Thefe three laft rather differ fomewhat from th« 
reft, being delivered in a peculiar drain of thankf* 
giving ; yet they are of the fame nature, and all 
contribute to the fame glorious end, which is to fet 
forth the praifes of God. But when all thefe paf- 
fages which I have here referred unto are confidered 
at large, we cannot but fee that the faints of old 
have delighted in compofmg Hymns and Spiritual 
Songs ; and that fome of them were alfo very great 
Authors. 

With reipeft to Vocal Mufic, it was ufed publicly 
in the Church before the Temple was built at Jeru- 
falemr To prove this we have only need to take notice 
that the office, which fome of the fons of Levi was 
appointed unto in the houfe of the Lord, was to be 
SINGERS. And thefe are they whom David fet over 
ihe fervice of fong in^ the houfe of the Lard^ a(t^r tb<Mt 
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thi arh had reft : and they mimftered before the dwelliftg^ 
place of the tabernacle of the congregation^ with singing^' 
until Solomon had built the hotlje y the Lord in Jerufa"^ 
lem : and then they waited on their vffice according to 
their order ^ Of the fons of the Kohatpites ; Hetnan a 
8iNGER> &c. I Chron. vi. 31, ---47. 

Other fingers, which are far more modern than 
thefe, are mentioned under the Gofpel difpenfation y 
for Jefua Chrift and his difciples were fingers. See 
Matt. zxvi. ^o. and Mar. xi v. 26. — ^In both thefe places- 
it is faid, And when THET had sung am Hymn,. 
they went out into the mount of Olives^ Here we have 
the example of the Son of God^. who is both High' 
Pried and Head of the Church, whofe order is not 
liable to change like that of Levi ; for Chrift hath an' 
unchangeable Prie/lhoody Heb«'Vii«-24^ This infallible 
Teacher joined in chorus^- and fang an Hymn with 
his difciples, which is a certain proof that vocal mufic 
belongs to the Church, and is acceptable to him 
whofe infinite wifdom has formed his creatures with 
mufical voices j and whofe boundlefs lore continues 
to bcftow grace on all thofe who feek it. This tunes 
their hearts and fully prepares tliem for fuch noble 
employment. An eminent proof of this was dis- 
played in Paul and Silac^. who was made joyful in 
the midfl: of fufiFering„, infomuch that although they 
nvere in prijon- nuith their feet made f aft in the flocks ^ at 
midnight they prayed and SANG praises to God — ^Not 
with their hearts only ; it is evident they made ufe 
of their voices alfo,. for the prifoncrs heard tbem^ 
A(ks xvi. Z4, 25:. 

Another proof in favour of vocal mufic miay be 
had by inquiring into the experience of thofe true 
believers,, who at this day worfhip CJod in the fame 
manner. Note, thefe are ftill led by the very fame 
foirit which direfted our Lord and his Difciples to 
nng ; and their teftimony is equally as true as that 
of Ptff//and Silas y or any of the Apoftles that fang 
with our Lord ; for they have received the Spirit of 
Truth which guideth them into all truth. Hence 
God is not without thoufands of living witnefTcs,. 
who inow^ by heart-fdt cxp«\cj\c^ \i»x..&i^g is- 
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ft Gofpel Privilege. Having receivccT grace, ttcy 
fing with the fpirit and with the underftanding alfo $ 
making melody in their hearts to the Lord : And 
they are as diligent in exciting others to fing with 
them, as the believers were of old, whofe cry was,, 
Sing ahud unto God ourjlretigth : make a Jo^iful noijey 
&c. Pfal. Ixxxi, !• S'tngf hionjefis , and be jonul^ 
O earth ; and break forth into Jingingy O mountains : 
for the Lord hath comforted his people^ and will have 
mercy on his affliflea^ Ifa. xlix. 13. Sing and rejoice^ 
O daughter ofZion r firy loy I come ^ and will dwell in 
the mid/l of ihee^ faith thtLord^ Zech. ii. 10. To this 
end,, when they meet, they frequently lift up their 
voices .together as the voice of one man ; and as an 
mfallible proof that God is well pleafed, fometimes 
every foul that is prefent is melted with a flame of 
Divine Love ; even the wicked are fo melted down at 
the pr-efence of the Lord, that they remain before him 
like wax before- the fire, until they are fealcd with 
the earned of his Spirit. Thus the Lord is exalted 
in his own ftrength among his people,, who, in thi» 
manner, fing aloud with gladnefs together. 

From all thefc undeniable teftimonies the faithful 
»re fufficiently juftified in continuing the ufe of 
Vocal Mufic ; yet many humble followers of the 
Lord are fo much afraid of following the bad exam- 
pie of formal lifelefs profefforsl, who abufe this pri- 
vilege, that they have got fo far into the oppofite ex-^ 
treme, as entirely ta difufe it both in private and in 
public. But if this is admitted to be right, we may,, 
by the fame rule, wholly fet afide all vocal praying; 
and preaching, and fay we ought only to pray men- 
tally, and to preach by our aftions, &:c. for there is 
ftill many Pharifees in the world, who,, for a (hew, 
make long prayers, — which is an abomination to the 
Lord. And there is alfo many falfe prophets gone 
out into the world, which only preach for hire, and 
divine for money v whofe lives are fuch as to make 
the way of truA every where to be evil fpokcn off,

But iome reject Hymna and Spiritual tSongs as^ 
being too formal \ hence they will not fing tnemf 
bccaufe they are words that has been compofed by 
pthers. So far as this relates to the abufe of fing- 
jng, it is certainly ririit not to ufe them : But there- 
is no necciTity that the children of God (hould ufe' 
words that does not fuit them f neither that they 
Ihould abufe finging more than praying or atiy other 
gofpel privilege. And with rrfpctt to the formality 
of Hymns, 8cc. we may obferve, thnt what our Lord-' 
fang with his difciples was a fct form of words,, 
otherwife it could not have been properly called an" 
Hymn ; and there is no kind of public devotion ufed* 
whatever without fome fort of a form.- Tor even in: 
heaven theyfing thefotig of Mofes^ thefervant of Gody 
andthefojjg of the Lamb^fnyitigy Great and marvellous' 
are thy tuorks^ Lord God Almighty ; jufi and true are 
thy ivaysj thou King of faint Sy &c/ Rev. xv. 3,4. 

After thu3 taking a retrofpcftive view of a few of 
thofe examples given us by the Church, concerning 
vocal muficydown as far as the prefent time, we may* 
clearly fee that it is an appointment of JEHOVAH 
himfelf; and that it never was abolilhed; — ^but, on 
the contrary, will remain as unchangeable as the 
Priefthood of Chrift, For, aGcordin«f to the vifion of 
St. Jirhuy that glorious period will come when all 
intelligences (hall be brought to delight in God, and 
thofe who arc moll averfe to finging now, will then 
become ftngers. All backward nefs, all needlcfs fears, 
all coldncfs and deadnefs will then be done away for 
ever. Every fpecies of the fall will gladly acknowledge: 
the Lion of the tribe of Judahy and heartily join in 
one^rand chorus.. From what follows we may learn' 
thut there win not be £0 muda. 21^ oxva 4!vSR\xdn^-
